He declares that the outbreak among 
the troops yesterday had added-enorm- 
ously to his difficulties; which were 
already great enough. He ascribed” it 
to the effect upon the ignorant men of 
rumors that the soldiers were to suffer 
a reduction of pay and be compelled 
to cut off their pigtails; 

He declared that every .effort would 
be made to prevent a recurrence of the 
revolt. The.Third Division would be 
confined in thejr barracks, and armed 
companies, in whom he aad confidence, 
would patro] the streets with orders to 
act with prompt se erity. 

Yuan Shi-Kai was immensely pleased 
to find that no atiack Was made on 
foreigners. 

The mutiny has undoubtedly shaken 
confidence in the authority of the 
President. It originated among the 
very soldiers who were supposed to’ be 
inspired by his example and training. 
All the troops joined in; and it ts sig- 
nificant that tons of valuable loot were 
carried into the Foréign Office com- 
pound and the barracks; whence it was 
taken éarly this morning in carts to the 
railway station. “Here the plunderers 
commandéered two trains and went 
south, avoiding the Tien-Tsin line, 


which is guarded by international gol- 
diers. 

The destruction by fire was great, es- 
pecially in the northeast city. .The his- 
toric gate facing the-entry to the for- 
bid@eén- city has vanished. The great 
market néar* by is a heap of cinders. 
Long rows of shops and houses are 
smoldering ruins. -One could imagine 
that Peking had heen sacked by the in- 
vader. 

The disorder and looting spread far 
beyond the city. This afternoon there 
were, sounds of firing to the south.

FENG-TAI TROOPS MUTINY. 


Railway Traffic to Tien-Tsin- 
Stopped in: Consequence. 


TIEN-TSIN, March 1.—The Chinese 
troops at Feng-tal, a village twenty-two 
miles out from Peking on the ‘Peking- 
Tien-Tsin Railroad mutinied soon after 
midnight this morning. There .was much 
heavy firing in the native quarter, and 
the foreign residents, composed entirely 
of railway employes and their families, 
retired to the British military post near 
by, where 150 soidiers of the Somerset In- 
fantry. are stationed to guard the rail- 
way line. 

By noon it became evident that muti- 
nous Chiriese. sdidjers were causing. trou- 
ble along the line of the railroad. The 
morning train, which left Peking at 8-30 
o'clock, had not yet reached Feng-tai-at 
11:30 o'clock, and-an English officer with 
a detachment of infantry was sént in a 
light locomotive to ascertain .the. where- 
abouts of the train, and if necessary es- 
cort it on its way.

<3|CONFER AGAIN’ ON MONDAY 


Should’ Mine Owners Persist In Oppos- 
tng Governmeht Plan, Legislative 
Action WIIL Follow.

“LONDON, March 1, e national 
coal strike has been begun: by 1,000,000 
miners in a peculiar holiday spirit, and 
it is believed that even ‘were a settle- 
ment reachéd before next Friday, which 
seems unlikely, the men would complete 
their week's holiday. 

The widespread scare over the dis- 
astrous effects of the strike is already 
njmaking itself felt:. There is as yet no 
disposition to take a panicky view of 
the situation. 


LONDON, Saturday, March — An- 
nouncement of the, failure for the present 
of. Cabinet negotiations to end the coal 
strike was made’ by the Premier. in the 
House of Commons last evening. He 
stated that the mine owners in practically 
all England.and in the North of Wales 
had accepted the proposals of the Govern- 
panne that those in South Wales and 

Scotland had declined. the proposition, 
while the miners had. rejected it because 
they were unwilling to submit the: rates 
for’a_minimum wage to any form of re- 
vision. .Under the circumstances it was 
felt bythe Government that no usefu!} 
purpose would be served at the present 
moment by continuing -the conferences. 
The Premier said he hoped to be able to 
make a further statement td the House 
on’ Monday. ; 

When Mr. Asquith invitéd the miners’ 
Executive Committee yesterday to meet 
the coal ownérs, the men declined, saying 
they had nothing, to. Gscuss. ‘They. had 
placed their schedule of minimum rates 
on the table and would maintain that po- 
sition until otherwisé instructed by the 
miners. - The miners’ delegatés are now 
returning. to their districts and will sub- 
mit the whole proposition to their con- 
st‘tuents at week-end meetings and ask 
instructions from them on how to.-deal 
with the new proposals of the Goyern- 
ment. 

Even should. the men approve of the 
submission of. the schedule of ‘minimum 
rates to discussion, as proposed by the 
Government, the &strike could not “be  ar+ 
rested under a week, and it. would prob- 
ably last another fortnight. 

Legisiative Action Will Be Swift. 


It is stated that the coal owners and 
the miners will again see Mr. Asquith and 
his Cabihet colleagues’ on Monday. Should 
it then be evident that the extremists re- 
fuse to abate their demands, legislative 
‘Action is likely to be swift. 

Public opinion generally indorses the 
Government's ‘deci¥ion™ to “passa mini- 
mum iwages hill unless the rest. of the 
owners agree to. that principle, which has 
already been accepted by 60 per cent. 
of the employers. 

The shortage of coal has had already 
disastrous consequetices on commerce. 
Factories ‘are shutting down in all direc- 
tions, and railroads are taking off some 
of their trains. Several hundred steamers 
are held up at the various ports through 
lack of ‘coal, but the large. transatlantic 
lines. assert that they are well provided 
with fuel. 

One hundred thousand tronworkers will 
be idle in Scotland aldne to-day as a -re- 
sult .of ‘the strike. The cotton manufac- 
turers in. Northeast* Lancashire haye coal 
es to keep their mills going for an- 
other fortnight. 

‘An official return ‘@stimates the num- 
ber of strikers, -who have already Jaid 
down their tools, as 1,049,407. -All- the 
coal mines In the country are idle except 
a few small ones in ‘isolated. districts. 
Some. of the latter will close to-day. The 
only mine where the men have decided to 
remain at work and not join the strike is 
a little one in Northern, Wales, and there 
mining is carried on under police pro- 
tection. 

In ‘most ofthe collfery districts the men 
are taking Advantage of the: strike to 
enjoy a holfday,.and no trouble: is ex- 
pected. The greatest danger spot is in 
South Wales, where a determined spirit 
prevails and where the union funds ere 

only sufficient to provide strike pay to 
the men for a short time. 


FRENCH MINERS THREATEN. 


Many Workers in’ North Favor a 
General Strike. 


PARIS, March 1.—The French Miners’ 
Union meeting at Anzin- telegraphed, to- 
day to the British , Miners’ Federation 
eongratulations on the coal strike, addin 
‘“In a few days the French miners will 
strike.” 

There is no present indication of a gen- 
eral strike in France, although many 
miners in the north are in favor of It. 

The strike in England has been prag- 
tically without effect. in. the French. coal 
market. In a few places along the coast 
there has been a rise of ‘only about 20 
cents a ton, a8 ‘the strike in England 

as en and large supplies were 

laid in. 


HAMBURG, March 1.—The prices of 
bunker coal have already doubled -here 
singe the declaration of the British coal 
strike. Domestic. ship owners have a 
fair supply of fuel, but there is little or 
none. available for foreign—vessels; even 
at fancy prices. 

Twenty-two steamers due here to-day 
from England hav not arrived.

J. P. O'Connor, New York representa- 
tive of the Empire Coal Mining’ Com- 
pany, sald that the strike in England and} 
the talk of a coal strike here had already 
stiffened the market for the small ‘steam 
sizes. of anthracite, which compete for 
steam purposes with. soft coal.. There 
was.a great scarcity of these sizes; and 
as they were a by-product the delay 
eaused during the cold weather of Jan- 
vary and February Dy the -freezing of 
coal at the washerles made the produc- 
tion of these sizes aslow process. 

Members of the bituminous Coal Trade 
Association expressed. the opinion. that 
there was a prospect of averting a soft 
coal-strike here notwithstanding the cer- 
tainty. that the English ‘strike , would 
cause the prices of soft coal here to in- 
crease at an unprecedented rate. An offi- 
cer of tlie ‘association said: 

“The very magnitude of the strike in 
England will make it a short one. The 
Government is bound to have it settled 
in some way. It is true that the prices 
of. soft coal here would, if the’ ‘English 
strike was. prolonged, rise with great ra- 
pidity, but the general sentiment, is 
against grafting. the full wage demands 
of the miners simply because for a short 
time the operators .would get high prices 
for the coal. If they made an agreement 
for &@ year based on the wages demanded 
they would be. getting high prices only 
while the English strike Jasted. The 
prices would drop to the normal as soon 
as the English strike was-over,.and they 
would be losing money for the rest of 
the year. They are prepared to make 
some concessions, and I believe the’ min- 
ers will be reasonable.”’ 

As to the chances of an anthracite 
strike, a representative dealer who is: 'n 
touch with the situation said: 


“JF am of tie-opinion that the chances 
are against an anthracite strike because 
the anthracite operators are not in a 
position to fight. a long strike as they

He replied: “I am Mr. Cole, the 
Christian Scientist.” She said she want- 
ed to be treatd for bad eyesight, and he 
replied that he had worn eyeglasses for 
ten years. before became a Christian 
Scientist, and that it was only when he 
took up this faith that he was cured. She 
admitted that Cole said he did not give 
any medicine, and only gave 
agen i ig which. consisted" of 


es te Cole said, * God ‘aia. not create us 
to have diseases; we must be all love and 
all kindness, and: God will cute the fitm 
believer,’ ’* Mrs. Benzecry said. 

She testified that Cole charged her $2 
for the first visit, and $1 for those which 
followed. Her second visit to Mr. Cole’s 
office was on Jan. 20. She then asked 
Cole if she could cure herself, and he 
replied: “* All Christian Scientists cannot 
be healers.. They need study 

She aiso told him that aha: had a pain 
in her back, and that she had put a po- 
rous. plaster on .it.. Cole told her she 
would have to remove the plaster if she 
expected to be cured by Christian Science. 
She. testified to several other visits to 
the. practitioner’s office, and the conver- 
sations that took place, Mr. Nott ‘then 
ealled Mrs. Goodwin. but upon the ob- 
jection of Samuel Untermyer she was not 
allowed to testify, 

Mr. Nott then ‘closed. his case for. the 
prosecution, and Mr. Untermyer made 
his opening. address, emphasizing the de- 
fendant’s contention that he had not 
héaled any one personally, but that God 
had done so, and that he did not pretend 
to be able to cure any one, but that it 
was all done by God. Mr. Cole was then 
called. 

The defendant said he lived at the Hotel 
Walton, Seventieth Street and Columbus 
Avenue, and that he was a recognized 
practitioner of the Christian Science 
Church. He said that he became convert- 
ed in December, 1903, 'after he had. been 
ace up by ree oe physicians, Before he 

me a Christian Science’ practitioner 
he had ben an art student and sculptor. 

“On her. first visit,”” said Mr. Cole; “1 
ftaw Mrs. Benzecry in my outer office.

NEW PAPER MILL PLANNED. 


Rumor That Wisconsin Manufacturer 
Wil Bulld\ in British Columbia. 


A report from Nelson, B,.C., stating 
that S. C. Pride, ‘a Wisconsin paper man- 
ufacturer, has‘ been interviewing - the 
Board-of Trade of that city,. preliminary 
to establishing a three-hundred-thousand- 
dollar paper mill there, is causing con- 
siderable comment among New York. pa- 
per manufacturers and jobbers, .The re- 
port says that an “option has been ob- 
tained on an excellent site with ‘large 
timber resources and that the «mill will 
have a capacity of thirty tons daily.

All Lines of High-Grade Merchandise 
Finding a Ready Market. 


The general- improved demand for al! 
lines of high-class silk merchandise is 
@aily becoming more evident, according to 
the department nead of the largest dry 
goods jobbing house:-in New York. Mes- 
salines, . particulerly 36-incli- widths; in 
navy blue, white, and several shades of 


ten, are in great demand all over the, 
country. 

‘Stocks on the most desirable. goods are 
getting low, and prices show an encourag- 
ing firmness. . Sharing ‘this. popularity 
are chiffon taffetas in a.wide assortment 
of. widths and colors. ‘These fabrics, 
owing .to the rapidity with which they 
have come into favor, are at a premium, 
and many of the mills are sold up to 
April. Foulards continue in favor, with 
the .greatest demand for them. coming 
from retailérs outside of New York. Re- 
tailers in sevéral of the larger cities aré 
reviving the. vogue for silk and wool pop+ 
lins, and these fabrics are énjoying a 
greater demand than for ‘several years. 
Fancy jacquard effects are also in favor, 
though their success fs threatened by the 
weavers’ strike in Paterson. Most of the 
jacquard looms in the country are in op- 
eration there, and a continuance of the 
strike will practically shut» them out of 
the market. Although the desired fashio 

for fuller skirts has.not yet material- 
ized, it is said that the gross yardage 
being sold at this. time is greater thar 
ever before. 


COAL BUILDING Is SOLD. 


Old Quarters of Defunct Dealers’ Ex- 
change Bought by -Caterer. 


The Retail Coal Dealers’ Exchange, 
which owns a building at Fifty-eighth 
Street and Lexington Avenue. which it 
does not now need, decided yesterday to 
-accept an offer of $150,000 for the prop- 
erty, which is a four-story’ brownstone 
structure. The offer’ was made by the 
lessee of the building, Bernard Turkel, a 
caterer. The building contains several 
halls. where meetings and balls are held, 
and one of the stations of the new Lex-

FILES BOND IN SLANDER SUIT. 


Court Requires Security of L. E. Ju- 
Nan, Suing Thomas F. Ryan. 


Louls ©. Julian, formerly employed as an 
investigator by the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company, filed yesterday. upon 
order of the Supreme Court’. a bond for 
costs in a suit against Thomas F. Ryan 
began four years ago when the plaintiff 
sought $100,000 damages for alleged 
slander. 

This‘suit grew out of the investication 
in March. 1908, into the condtct of former 
District Attorney Jerome, Mr. Julian was 
called as a witness, and in reply to ques- 
tions asked by Mr. Jerome, he gave testi- 
mony which in substance charged Thomas 

Ryan with /caust the nomination of 
a certain. Supreme urt. Justice. Mr. 
Ryan said there was no truth in the as- 
sertion. 

Mr. Julian asserts that the remarks of 
Mr. Ryan were slanderous, and conveyed 
the impréssion t e committed 
perjury while on.the witness stand.

at the dinner of the Western ‘Economic 
Club, Commissioner Milo R. Maltbie of 
the Public Service Commission“ of New 
York City condemned emphatically the 
action of the courts im reviewing the 
purely administrative acts of such. bodies; 
as,tegulative commissions, in. which the 
only questions’ invélv 
ness*judgment and executive efficlency. ' 
The -courts,-he declared, could reduce; to} 


planned commission by unwise interfer- 
ence, and could greatly strengthen- and 
support administrative . bodies, however 
poorly designed, by. careful exercise of 
their right to review. : 

The Commissioner did not deny the ne- 
cessity of some kind of court review. of 
administrative decisions, and said there’ 
was generd] agreement that the courts 
should decide whether an order violated 
2 provision, of either the State or the Fed- 
eral Constitutions, whether the <dmmis- 
Sion was- acting within its legal powers, 
and whether it had followed lawful pro- 
cedure. 

“In-every one-of these instances,”’ he 
Said, “the courts are called upon. merely 
to apply existing law to a specific, in- 
stance, not to enact a new law or to sub- 
stitute. a. perfect. order for: an inmiperfeet 
one, or to declare a statute or order flle- 
gal merely because, in their opinion; itis 
unwise or unreasonable.”’ ; 

The Supreme Court, Mr. Maltbie pointed 
out, has répeatedly decided that it will 
not..s#et aside‘an order merely because’ it 
is urireasonable, It must be so. unrea- 
sonable that it is confiscatory: beyond any 
just or fair;doubt, and ina recent case 
it has declared ““ Power to make the or- 
der, and not the mere expediency or wis- 
dom. of having made it is ‘the question” 
He continued: 

“ After all Judges are chosen presuma- 
bly. for their legal knowledge aud not 
their familiarity with public utilities or 
the fieeds of the public and they are 
bound by the strict rules of evidence and 
must fallow a tedious. procedure... More- 
over, they have not at their command the 
staff of. technical men which will enable 
them to+make a wise technical decision. 


“I venture to predict that if a system 
of court review is generally . adopted, 
whereby a corporation that is dissatisfied 
with any act’ or order may appeal to the 
courts and thereby delay for a long pe- 
riod a final decision and perhaps upset 
the conclusion’ reached by the adminis- 
trative body. bécausée the court has a dif- 
ferént opinion of what is wise, expedient, 
or warranted by the facts, a return may 
bé made “to legislative regulation’ which 
is subject to mo such review. “The cor- 
cach aoe have ample protection without 

uch system of review, and the real in- 
terests of the corporations as well as the 
public do. not lie in the direction of a 
court review ‘which will go to such an 
extent.”’ 

During the day -session the dissolution 
plans of the Standard Oil and American 
Lobaceo Companies were characterized as 
shams; judicial review of economic ques- 
tions an absurdity, and lawyers were pre- 
sented as a “curse to business,” by sev- 
éral of the speakers. 

The Sherman act, its origin, interpreta- 
tion, and effect was the main theme dis- 
cussed. 4 

Harrison S. Smalley, Professor of Po- 
litical :Wconemy’ of. the: “University - of 
Michigan, spéaking on “ Judicial Control 
of Administrative Acts,’’ said: 

“The delays inseparable from judicial 
proceedings rob industrial legislation of 
much ot its value. I believe that-for ef- 
ficiency and success we must have admin- 
istrative regulation free from judicial re- 
view.”* 

Commenting .on what he declared a 
tendency of courts to Jook at questions 
in a purely legal way, he said: 

“ By way of example, I may mention the 
acquiescence of the. courts in the tobacco 
and Staridard Oli dissolution plans, which 
were merely shams, making a change 
only in’ the appearance and not in the 
essence: of. the two combinations.” 

“After all,”” he-said, “is not; the very 
idea of judicial review) of economic ques- 
tions an absurdity—quite as absurd as 
would be a systerh uncér which legal 
questions could be appealed. from the 
courts to tribunals of business men and 
economists? ”’ 

Cc. W. Wright, Professor of Political 
Economy at the Univefsity of Chicago, 
declared that: for twenty years the stat- 
ute bodks had forbidden trusts, yet in 
that period trusts had hecome more 
numergus and powerful. He said careful 
study would show two problems—the trust 
problem and the corporation problem. He 


ed: 

“We should substitute a poliqy of dis- 
eriminating. regulation for. the present 
policy of destructioh and .enforced “com- 
petition.” 

George W.. Simmons of St. Louis sai@: 

“If I wére to attempt to define the 
Sherman law briefly I would say that it 
was strictly a lawyers’ law, conceived by 
lawyers, Aramed by lawyers, and enacted 
by lawyers, so that the common business 
man could not possibly know how t6 con- 
duct ‘his business without employing a 
lawyer. to interpret the jew for him. 

“If there is any one thing that is a 

curse to the business of the country to- 
day, it is that we have too many lawyers. 
In the last session of Congress there were 
212 lawyers and less than fifty business 
men.” 
- Bdward 8S. Meade, Professor of Wco- 
nomics at the University of Pennsylvania, 
discussed the ‘economies of tcombina- 
tion.”’ and compared trust prices ang non- 
trust’ prices, After a comparison of sta- 
tistics “of ,efficiency and business. profits 
covering & period of years, he said: 

“This does not indicate that in the tn- 
dustrial trusts an agency has been dis- 
covered which is destined to revolutionize 
former ideas*of business. efficiency.’

MORE EGG FACTS REVEALED. 


Vice President of Mercantile Ex- 
change Tells How Dally Prices 
Are Fixed. 


F. G. Urner, of the Urner-Barry Pub- 
lishing Company,,and ‘Vice President of 
the New York Mercantile Exchange, was 
the only witness to testify yesterday in 
Re hearing before Magistrate Murphy in 
he Tombs Court: regarding the “Ex- 
change’s alleged conspiracy in the 
restraint of trade in butter and eggs. in 
this county. 

Mr. Urner was called to.tell how’ the 
ege quotations which he makes for the 
Exchange, and which are posted every 
morning .on~ the. Exchange floor, are 
reached. He said that he compiles ‘the 
quotations. after visiting daily members 
of the wholesale trade and learning what 
they sell the commodity for to the retail 
dealers. 

These men, he said, he visits between 
the time the quotations are posted one 
day and the same:time the next day. With 
but. three exceptions,“ the witness said 
these firms-or their members, are _mem- 
bers of the Mercantile Exchange. .Taking 
the average price that the wholesaler sells 
to the retailer. or jobber for a base, Mr. 
Urner said he made his quotations for 
the sale of the next day’s market. If he 
found that one-half of the firms he visited 
were selling at the previous. day’s quota- 
tion, and the other half above ft, he 
thought a raise in. price for the coming 
day. justifiable. 

The . witness asked permission to ex~- 
plain the cause of the recent drop in the 
price of eggs. He told the court that last 
week only 49,000 cases of eggs were re- 
ceived by the wholessiers here and prices 
soared. The first three days of this week 
about 60,000. cases were received, and up 
to yesterday about 82,000 cases arrived, 
the. market becoming fully supplied the 
retail prftes dropped. During the shortage 
of the egg \supply, Urner said the 
wholesalers were compelled to have ithe 
commodity shipped from Texas, Kan- 
sas, and California, no eggs being avail- 
able in the Hast.

The group of investigators assigned by | and 


the Legislature to study the lessons’ of}.

It has accomplished | °F 
with a fair degree of ‘completeness, its 
members think, an inquiry into matters 
of tire prevention. 

What it wants now is to be continued in ia 
life for ‘another year, to have $60,000 to 
spend in ‘that time,.to go to such 
States as Wisconsin, where there are 
factory commissions, to look over seas at 
what hes been accomplished there, and 
to go into all phases of factory employ-}; 
ment; not. only in ofties of the first and 
second class, to which their present au- 
thority confines them,. but in the entite 
State, with all its hamlets and villages. 

A feassuring évent, happéning simul- 
taneously with the submission of the pre- 
liminary report, wes the passage in the 


Senate of a bill granting to the commis-' 


sion substantially the powers it asks for, 
and the fands to make its work effective. 

As the bill appropriating the $60,000 hed 
passed the House before it reached the 
Senate; and as Gov. Dix approved the 
proposed investigation, members of the 
commission living in this city Jleoked upon 
the measure yesterday as ‘‘ just aa good 
as signed,’’ 

‘When the Governor's signature is af- 


fixed the seasions of the commission will 
be resumed. A preliminary dinner, to} 
outline the new campal sn and talk. over 
reminiscences of the old, has been ar- 
ranged for a week from to-day at the 
home-.of Mary #..Dreler, President of the 
Women’s Trade Union League, one of the 
Commiasigners. 


Were Stenographers Overpaidt 

There was some suggestion, originating 
th Albany, to the effect that the commis-
